ten months of this year. 

‘In the first ten months of 
1926,” said Frank R. Tate, head of 
the firm, “from January to the end 
of October, we delivered 1,824 mo- 
tor cars and trucks. Of this num- 
ber 405:were settled for cash, 436 
by trade and balance in cash, 450 
on regular time-payment terms of 
part cash and the balance on terms, 
and 533 by trade with balance in 
terms.” 

Another interesting feature is 
the fact that 365 were sold to per- 
sons who had never owned or 





driven any make of car, 568 to 


persons who had never owned 
Dodge cars, but had owned cars of 
other makes.

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MONTREAL NEEDS 
NEW TRUCK LAW 


Court Ruling | Requires 
Different Status 
On Weights 


Montreal, Dec. 9.—This city 
has prepared a new draft of the 
motor vehicle by-law limiting 
the weight of trucks, in accord- 
ance with the judgment of Jus- 
tice Coderre of Superior Court, 
who declared the existing by-law 
No. 860 illegal, on a writ of cer- 
tiorari taken out by Joseph 
Marien against the city of Mon- 
treal and Recorder Morison, fol- 
lowing conviction under the reg- 
ulation. 


The grounds for annulling the 
by-law were that the city of Mon- 
treal, in virtue of charter 
ments, could impose a weight limit 
on trucks, but only where the ve- 
hicle was owned by a person or 
corporation doing business under 
registration in Montreal. Further, 
the judgment stated, the old by-law 
did not take into account the total 
weight of the truck and load, but 
only specified the tare of the truck. 

Consequently, the by-law has 
been revised as follows: “No one 
Bhall use a truck in the city of Mon- 
treal, of which the total weight of 
truck and capacity shall exceed 
the limits set by the Quebec motor 
vehicles act, or by this by-law. This 
by-law shall not apply to cars 
which are registered gratuitously, 
or of which the owner has not his 
principal place of business in Mon- 
treal.”
